WASHINGTON, Jan, 24— Gen. 
Eisenhower's “definite and pos- 
itive” withdrawal from the polit- 
ical picture when his popularity 
was perhaps at its peak forces 
his self-inspired advocates to seek 
other heroes.

Eisenhower's 
emphatic assertion that “politics 
is a profession” for which mili- 
tary leaders are not qualified will 
definitely darken the prospects of 
the géneralissimo, who has not 
been in this country since 1937. 

(In Tokyo, MacArthur ‘said he 
had “no comment” on Eisenhow- 
er’s statement.)

Under persistent questioning by 
Chairman Ferguson (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, of the Senate appropriations 
speculation subcommittee, Pauley 
refused to admit that he was an 
Administration “insider.” 

Pauley, now a special assistant 
to Secretary of the Army Royall, 
said he formerly was treasurer of 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee and was on friendly terms 
with the late President Roosevelt, 

Despite these connections, Pau- 
ley told Ferguson the question of 
whether he could have obtained 
inside information was “irrele- 
vant” as he did not know whether 
he could have or not. 

As Pauley finished a statement, 
Ferguson turned to Stassen and 
asked if he had any statement 
to make. 

Wants Charts Kept Intact, 

Stassen arose and asked that 
the charts, to which Pauley had 
referred constantly in his testi- 
mony, be kept intact in the com- 
mittee room.

FRANCE DECIDES TO DEVALUE 
FRANC DESPITE OPPOSITION 


Lower Export Rate, Free Money Market to 
Be Created Even if World Fund Dis- 
approves, Spokesman Says. 


PARIS, Jan. 24 (AP)—France 
has decided to devalue the franc 
even without the permission of the 
International Monetary Fund, a 


spokesman for the Foreign Min- 
istry declared today. 

The spokesman said there was 
no question of France withdraw- 
ing from the Fund. He added, 
however, that the French Govern- 
ment believes a member of the 
Fund has every right to carry cut 
a money reform without the ap- 
proval of the international organi- 
zation, 

France, he said, is obliged by its 
present financial position to create 
a devalued external franc and a 
free money market even the 
face of an adverse vote by the 
Fund’s board of governors. 

Earlier, Secretary of 
Pierre Abelin said the Fund in 
Washington would announce a 
final decision in the matter today. 

The Foreign Office spokesman

said he hoped the Monetary Fund 
would approve France’s decision. 
(Fund officials in Washington, 
however, said no immediate an- 
nouncement was contemplated.)

A milk shortage does not exist 
in St. Lowvis, and the present high 
cost of milk is not caused by the 
sanitary milk ordinance, Health 
Commhissioner Dr. Joseph F. Bre- 
deck said last night at a meeting 
of the Citizen's Milk Investigating 
Committee at Kiel Auditorium, 

Replying to charges made by 
representatives of milk producers, 


‘distributors and the Dairy Coun- 


cil at previous. meetings of the 
committee, that enforcement of 
the ordinance had increased the 
cost of milk and caused dairy 
farmers to sell on other markets, 
Dr. Bredeck vigorously defended 
his policies and accused his crit- 
ics of attempting to “hamstring” 
inspection and to “pull the teeth 
of the law.” 


With sarcasm, Dr. Bredeck 
pointed out that the dairies have 
not appeared before the commit- 
tee, but had sent the producers 
“like birds of ill-omen, to plead 
their case.” 


‘Bacterial Bouillon.’ 

“These non-profit, educational 
institutions don’t want to serve 
bacterial soup, as they formerly 
did, they just want to filter out 
the manure ad serve modern 
bacterial bouillon,” he said, 

“As long as there is a market 
for dirty, filthy milk, we’re going 
to have a turmoil, until the state 
and federal governments enforce 
the food and drug acts. The in- 
dustry can’t clean itself up, be- 
cause competitors will always ac- 
cept the rejected dirty milk, but 
they should be the first to ask the 
Government to step in.” 

There have been artificial short- 
ages of milk frequently, Dr. Bre- 
deck said. These resulted from 
distributors’ refusal to purchase 
available supplies from producers, 
denial of milk to other distribu- 
tors, or the separation of milk 
for whole cream and skimmed 
milk, he asserted. 

“These shortages have existed 
over many years in the months of 
low milk production,” he said. 
“Even before the milk ordinance, 
it was common practice to go to 
the Chicago market for milk, and 
distributors have gone as far as

Intoxicated Soldier Runs Wild 
In 21-Ton Self-Propelled Howitzer 


LAWTON, Okla., Jan. 24 (AP)— 
An intoxicated Fort Sill soldier 
ran wild in a tank-like 21-ton 
self-propelled 155-millimeter how- 
itzer here las’ night, leading M.P.s 
on a 12-mile chase through the 
heart of town before they trapped 
him with a fake road-block. The 
one-Man armored force crashed 
into three automobiles. | 


Maj. Gen. Clift Andrus, com- 
mander of the fort, identified the 
soldier as T-4 Donald 8. Williams, 
24 years old, Decatur, Tex. He is 
a radio operator attached to a 
rocket battalion and Williams told 
investigating officers Re had never 
operated a howitzer before. The 
soldier said he did not know what 
he was doing until after he was 
taken into custody. 


Frantic Lawton citizens) who 
were ferced to seek shelter by the 
crazily-driven machine, at first 
reported it to be a tank. Fort 
Sill is the Army’s top artillery 
achool, 

The Lawton police said the first 
report came from an excited man 
who burst into the police station 
shouting “an Army tank just 
smashed my car!” 

“Tl thought he’d flipped his lid,” 
said Desk’ Sgt. Al Hennessee. 
“Then the phones started.”

Hennessee followed the pursuit 
on his dispatcher’s radio and gave 
this ‘running account from con- 
rversation with M.P.s and brother 
officers: 

The soldier, a radio operator, 
drove the howitzer through a fort 
gate. Military police gave chase, 
but could do nothing to stop the 
huge machine as it thundered the 
five miles to Lawton. The howitzer 
weighs about 21 tons. Hennessee 
said military authorities told him 
the soldier had been drinking. 


When the howitzer hit town it 
swung down a residential street 
and struck the cars, then entered 
the business section, leaving scars 
on the pavement. By that time 
jeeps, command cars, black marias 
and police: cruisers were in hot 
pursuit. Then the howitzer turned 
back to the fort, 

M.P.s in jeeps tried to stop it by 
driving ahead and slowing down— 
but thought better of it when the 
tank bore down on them, Final- 
ly, back on the post, they rigged 
a fake road block of painters’ 
scaffolding and bluffed the driver 
to a halt. Then they seized him. 

“It's a good thing he gould drive 
as well as he did,” Hennessee said, 
‘He could have gone right through

Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, made pcm ayy today a new 
plan for handling the multi-billion 
dollar European recovery program 
“under a single administrator of 
cabinet Status’ in a new agency 
virtually free of any State Depart- 
ment controls, 

The plan was prepared by the 
Brookings Institution, and Chair- 
man Vandenberg asked members 
of his Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee to give it carefyl study re- 
ferring to the proposal as a “highly 
important service.” 

Chairman Vandenberg did not 
immediately indicate his accept- 
ance of the Brookings proposa 
although the plan was formula 
at his request, 


Responsible to President. 

Summarizing its prowisions, 
Vandenberg said the administrator 
would have full control both in 
this country and abroad, subject 
only to reversal by the President, 

Secretary of tate Marshall 
would have the right to ask for 
information or question decisions 
but President Truman would um- 
pire all disputes. | 

Secretary Marshall and other 
State Department leaders have 
asked for the right to control 
and supervise all operations of 
the recovery program but sug- 
gested a separate administrator. 

The new operating plan was 
handed to Senators ‘as Paul 
Porter, former price control ad- 
ministrator, predicted that the 
United States will be forded to 
control Wages, prices, credit, meat 
and essential materials ag part of 
the European aid plan. 

Thé coémmittee has before it a 
proposal to authorize $6,800,000,- 
000 expenditures for the opening 
15 monthg of the recovery pro 
gram, ., 

Advisory Board Proposed. 

In outlining the new operating 
plan prepared by the private re- 
search organization, Vandenberg 
said the proposed new agency 
“should have a  non-corporate 
form” and.the administrator 
“should have wide latitudes of dis- 
cretion.” 

He would be advised by a “board 
composed of eminent citizens” but 
the administrator would make de- 
cisions about how much aid would 
go to various nations, what prod- 
ucts they receive and whether 
these would be grants or loans, 

“Speaking generally, the deci- 
sions of the administrator would 
be final in economic matters” 
Vandenberg continued. 

“The control and allocation of 
funds should be the responsibility 
of the President,” he said, and the 
President would enter into agree- 
ments with the foreign natiézis, 
although -he probably would use 
the Secretary of State for these. 

The Secretary of State would 
have the right to ask the ERP ad- 
ministrator for information ‘ahd 
“to enter objections,” but in dase 
of disputes, action would be de- 
ferred until a decision by the 
President, 

Recovery program agents abroad 
would be under control of the Ad- 
ministration, “but should keep the 
Ambassador or Minister currently

The dis- 
patches termed his proposal a 
formula hiding formation of a 
Western bloc of nations. 
‘ “Britain and France,” said a 
Iandon dispatch by the Soviet 
news agency Tass, “have already 
roceeded to form this bloc by 
mmencing negotiations with Bel- 
gium, Holland and Luxembourg. 
In the words of Bevin, Italy and 
other European countries must 
also join this bloc.” 

The Bevin address also was re- 
ferred to in a Tass dispatch from 
Paris published here. This said 
the object of his plan “appar- 
ently” was to win the support of 
France, Belgium, The Netherlands 
and Luxembourg “for the creation 
of a western German state.” 

Tass asserted that the British- 
American plans for further con- 
solidating their economically 

merged zones in Germany, to 
which France has not yet ad- 
hered, were “taken behind the 
back” of the Allied Control Coun- 
cil on which Russia is repre- 
sented. The djspatch added that 
those plans “will deepen the rift 
in Germany.” 

* Russian readers also read an- 
other reference to Bevin’s proposal 
in a Tass dispatch from Beirut, 
Lebanon, which quoted the news- 
paper ad Dukha as saying: “The 
British and Americans have de- 
veloped a joint military-political 
plan and are now striving to con- 
clude a whole chain of treaties 
with the Arab nations with the 
aim of creating a system of bases 
for disposition of Anglo-American 
forces.” 

Moscow’s diplomatic circles were 
discussing the effect a union of 
western European nations would 
have on Soviet foreign trade. Rus- 
sia recently concluded trade agree- 
ments with Belgium and Britain. 
The general opinion here now is 
that the Soviet Union won't can- 
cel these agreements so long &s 
the western nations meet the obli-

agreed to “support and encourage 
all movements which aim to pre- 
vent aggression and to secure 
peace all over the world.”

BANK RESERVES INCREASED 
TO CHECK CREDIT INFLATION 


Federal Reserve Board Boosts New York and 
Chicago Requirements to 22 Pct. of 
Net Demand Deposits. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 (AP)— 
The Federal Reserve Board yester- 
day raised reserve requirements of 
New York and Chicago banks 
from 20 to 22 per cent of their net 
demand deposits, effective Feb, 27. 

The board explained its action is 
“a step towards restraining fur- 
ther inflationary expansion of 
‘bank credit.” 

The amount of reserve required 
limits the lending power of banks 
by withdrawing funds required as 
“reserves” from lending resources 
of the banks, 

The increase still left reserve re- 
quirements at New York and Chi- 
cago banks 4 points under the 
maximum of 26 per cent that the 
Federal Reserve Board can order. 

There had been indications ear- 
lier that the increase toward that 
maximum would be taken gradual- 
ly, possibly in three steps. 

Reserve requirements for banks 
elsewhere over the nation have 
long been at the maximum limit— 


20 per cent of demand deposits for 
“Reserve. city banks,” principally 
banks in the larger cities, and 14 
per cent for the “country banks.” 

A Reserve Board announcement 
said the effect of the percentage 
increase would be to increase re- 
quired reserves of the New York 
banks by about $420,000,000 over 
the present $4,300,000,000 and to 
lift those in Chicago by ‘nearly 
$100,000,000 more than the present 
$1,000,000,000. 

Even with the increases, how- 
ever, the banks in general have 
larger reserves than the maximum 
requirement, so that the increase

A campaign to obtain about 
13,000 additional signatures to pe- 
titions asking appointment of a 
charter commission for St. Louis 
county has ended temporarily, 
still about 8000 signatures short of 
the goal, a leader in the drive 
announced today.

TO DIVIDE TOW 
IN HEAVY ICE

Not Expected to Arrive Until 
Monday—hHhelena Has 
More Engine Trouble. 


Heavy ice !n the Mississippi 
river has forced the dividing of 
the four-barge tow of the Kokoda, 
steam-powered towboat which is 
far ahead of the diesel-powered 


Helena ina race from New Or- 
leans to St. Louis, the Federal 
Barge Lines said today. The line 
owns both boats. 

Yesterday, two of the Kokoda’s 
barges were tied up 10 miles above 
Cairo and the other two pushed 
to a‘ point 13 miles above Cape 
Girardeau, where they were tied 
up. Then the Kokoda “double- 
tripped” back to the first two, 
which were picked up this morn- 
ing about 9 o’clock. With its load 
reduced to two barges, the Ko- 
koda averaged only about three 
and one half miles an hour 
through the heavy ice, 

Far downstream, about 130 
miles behind the Kokoda’s lower 
barges, the Helena was having 
additional trouble today. Its port 
engine developed trouble yester- 
day and, on -half power, it con- 
tinued upstream at about three 
and one half miles an hour with 
its full load of four barges. 

The spokesman for the line said 
it now appeared the first of the 
barges would reach St. Louis ‘Mon- 
day evening at the earliest, rather 
than tomorrow, as had previously 
been expected. Barge tows bound 
downstream left St. Louis yester- 
day and this morning and should 
make matters easier for both 
boats in the race, he said, since 
they will break open a channel 
through the ice.

_ Fort a Fair Trade Law 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I wish to take this opportunity to ex- ' 
press some of that refreshing Missouri 
skepticism you speak about with regard 
to your stand on a fair trade law for 
Missouri. 

You state that a fair trade law per- 
mits a manufacturer to fix minimum 
prices on his products, intimating that 
the law is essential to such procedure. 
May I point out that many peputable 
manufacturers who wish to maintain’ 
the prestige of their product and pro- 
tect the honest dealers against the un- 
scrupulous or chiseling retailers (large 
or small), advise their outlets, not only 
as to minimum but as to maximum 
prices as well. 


* * 


There are a number of products on 
the market which I challenge you or 
any other individual to purchase for 
either more or less than the advertised 
price here in Missouri. Furthermore, 
should you be able to accomplish the 
feat, the offending dealer is not likely 
to have a second opportunity to “beat” 
or favor anyone on that product, 
whether the customer knows the correct 
price or not. That dealer would be .- 
stricken from the list of qualified ro- 
tailers for that product. 


As small retailers, we do not consider 
this as “tyranny of the manufacturiug 
minority” over the retailer majority 
We look upon such a policy as protec- 
tion to us and the customers we serve. 
Furthermore, such procedure cannot be 
construed as an assault on free enter- 
prise, nor is it a violation of the anti- 
trust laws. There are other similar 
products available—we can sel] the ones 
we choose. 


Referring again to free enterprise, the 
_@ay is gone when any individual, mu- 
nicipality, state or nation can ‘blunder 
ahead in the manner of a June bug 
under the guise of free enterprise, with 
a policy extremely deleterious to the 
welfare of his neighbor. There must be 
a measure of justice interspersed with 
that free enterprise. 


* * * 


Having lived in other states of the 
Union where fair trade laws are in 
force, I can assure you that your as- 
sumption that the adoption of such a 

ylaw in Missouri would cause a general — 
price rise is fallacious. It is possible 
that the prices on a few.jtems may have 
to be adjusted, but these adjustments 
would certainly not be extensive enough 
to offset the benefits of the law in the 
long run, 

You say some dealers achieve lower 
operating costs than others. That is 
true, but by no stretch of the imagina- 
tion: would the maximum savings on 
overhead enable any dealer to sell at 
or below cost and remain in business 
long. His only excuse for “below-cost 
leaders” is to convey the false impres- 
sion that everything he sells is an ex- 
ceptional bargain and, thereby, increaso 
his store traffic: Strictly honest deal- 
ers do not stoop to such low tactics, 
and a fair trade law would soe such, 
practices, ‘

Theoretically, you are correct in stat- 
fing -that federal and state anti-trust 
laws exist to punish unfair competition, 
but practically, so far as the little dealer 
is concerned, those laws do not even 
exisf; Imagine our bringing suit against 
Sears Roebuck, Famous-Barr or Central 
Hardware for unfair practices, such as 
running “below-cost leaders.” That 
would be as preposterous as the De Soto 
Circulator “crossing bats” with the Post- 
_Dispatch in a state election campaign. 


May I point out that Missouri is one 
of the very few states of the 48 that do 
not have a fair trade law? Our back- 
wardness in this regard may be due to 
the céntinued presentation of distorted 
pictures such as you have presentéd in 
your @@itorial.

Now that Gen, Eisenhower has taken him- 
self out of the lists, tke probability is much in- 
creased that the Republicans will nominate a 
mediocrity, on the theory that with the Demo- 
crats split by the Wallace candidacy, the G.O.P., 
can win with anybody. 

This is not to overlook thé fact that Gen. 
Eisenhower is a “military man.” He is a gradu- 
ate of West Point and a professional soldier who 
has known the rule of chain of command all his 
adult life, yet he is notably democratic as all 
those who have been associated with him know. 
We were rarely fortunate in World War II to 
have as supreme commander in Europe an of- 
ficer so keenly sensitive to individual interests 
and rights. 

Nor is it to overlook the fact that relatively 
little is known of his views on domestic prob- 
lems. Previous to his retirement from the Army 
he would have been out of order if he had gone 
about the country stating his views on every 
issue under the sun. Counterbalancing this lack 
is positive knowledge as to his other, experience 
and equipment. No one could have planned and 
executed the invasion of Europe, coped with 
touchy exiled governments, handled rival sub- 
ordinate generals, some of whom were British, 
liberated Nazi-held countries and finally occu- 
pied Germany without proving a considerable 
capacity for the presidency. 


Many people will finish reading Gen. Eisen- 
hower’s letter with the feeling that he is more 
qualified for elective office than they had previ- 
ously realized. In what he writes there is high 
respect for the public service, respect so high 
that he has hesitated even seemingly to belittle 
it by saying that he had no interest in the office 
There is humility, indeed more 
humility than there need be, since his unusual 
capacities are already a matter of historic record. 


And there is sound appreciation of the true 
role of the soldier when he says that he would 
regard it as “unalloyed tragedy for our country 
if ever should come the day when military com- 
manders might be selected with an eye to their 
future potentialities in the political field rather 
than exclusively upon judgment as to their mili- 
tary abilities.” 

Just as some readers will feel that this letter 
shows them a side of Gen. Eisenhower which 
they did not know, others may redouble their 
efforts to instruct delegates to vote for him in 
June. However this may be, there is from now 
on this statement by Gen. Eisenhower which is 
only a little less blunt and says the same essen- 
tial thing as Gen. Sherman's telegram. 


Potentially in the race, he was a kind of fer- 
ment for the better. Now out of the race by his 
own decision, he leaves the 1948 prospect ap- 
preciably less. inviting, 

With these mixed feelings, we salute Gen. 
Eisenhower for supporting the general principle 
that Americans had better turn to civilians 
rather than to military men for their Presidents. 


A wave of Eisenhower sentiment undoubtedly 
has been sweeping the country. It took the 
Eisenhower type of conscience and courage to 
turn his back on this kind of acclaim. A less 
patriotic man would have made the most of it. 
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Nevada Envies Delaware 


Nevada's Senator McCarran has a bill to give 
divorces from any state “full faith and effect” 
in all states. It must be distressing to Nevada 
patriots that New York, South Carolina and some 
other states do not recognize Nevada's chrome- 
plate jobs.

The strongest support for Foreign Secretary | 


Bevin’s appeal for a solidly united bloc of West- 


ern European nations comes from former Prime 


Minister Churchill. 

Mr. Churchill believes that such ‘solidarity is 
the only way to an early and reasonable accord 
with the Soviet Union: Without it, he fears that 
the international situation may degenerate into 


an atomi¢ war. The danger is real, even though 


it may not be as imminent as Mr. Churchill 
thinks. As John Foster Dulles pointed out the 


other day, the Russians, while determined to 


perpetuate confusion in the West, do not seem 
Ac- 


sary; they believe they can win by penetration 


| and propaganda. . 


For this reason, the Kremlin might not be as 
inclined to come to terms as Mr. Churchill sug- 
gests. Nevertheless, it is difficult. to imagine 
any other feat of statesmanship that could: do 
more to cut the ground from under’ their 
current hopes than the formation of a solid 
Western European front. As such, it has been 
welcomed by the State Department. Such an 


_ arrangement, of course, would have to be based 


on economic stability as well as political agree- 
ment. Hencé the continuing importance of the 
Marshall plan. 

In Washington, Count Coudenhove-Kalergi is 
urging that the formation of a United States of 
Europe be made one of the conditions of Ameri- 
can aid to the Continental countries. Much as 
one favors a U.S.E., it does seem that the reali- 
zation of this ideal should not be thus imposed. 
It needs a broader foundation of unforced 
acquiescence, 

Thus the Italians, desperately in need of help, 
are all for the Bevin proposal. The Scandi- 
navian countries, less hard pressed, are skeptical 
of what they see as a permanent division of Eu- 
rope between East and West. And the Swiss 
want no part of the suggestion. Furthermore, 
there are in this time of disordered currencies 
and crippled productive facilities, considerable 
difficulties in the way of even so simple a unify- 
ing device as a customs union. No wonder 
Prime Minister Attlee urges a gradual approach. 

The difficulties, of course, must be overcome, 
but the process should not be allowed to cloud 
the great goal.

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Unethical Medical Practices 
An inquiry into whether doctors are accepting 


kickbacks ig being considered by the Better Busi- 


ness Bureau of St. Louis. Its counterpart in Los 
Angeles has started a campaign against u-.ethi- 
cal medical practices there. 

Of course, the inquiry would be limited to 
matters which have no relation to professional 
competence. It would be concerned purely with 
charges of fee-splitting, rebates and the like. 
Patients, like customers of business, deserve pro- 
tection against over-charges, and this is one of 
the functions of the Better Business Bureau. 

It is surprising that Dr. Llewellyn Sale, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Medical Society, shotld 
question the feasibility of an investigation by his 
organization. It is, after all, dedicated not only 
to the economic welfare of its members, but also 
to the safeguarding of their professional stand- 
ing, and to the protection of the public from 
abuses in the name of medical practice. 

Optometrists and opticians—some of whom 
have been accused in widely circulated magazine 
and newspaper articles of accepting rebates from 
manufacturers of glasses—do not, of course, be- 
long to the medical society. Ophthalmologists 
are members. And they also have their own 
organization here. Its members. have. yoted to 
co-operate with the Better Business Bureau. 

Dr. Magnuson of the Veterans Administra- 
tion, has broadened the field of apprehension. 
He has made charges against doctors treating 
veterans. There is reason to believe that ex- 
soldiers are not the only victims. 

In yiew of the high ethical standards which it 
asserts for the profession, should not the medi- 
cal society interest itself very specifically in 
these matters? .The bar association proceeds 
against unethical lawyers. | 

The mere fact that the American College of 
Surgeons inquires into a candidate’s record in 
connection with matters like fee-splitting is 
prima facie “evidence that such practices go on. 
The St. Louis Medical Society certainly does not 
want to close an eye to them any more than does 
the American College of Surgeons. 

Failure to implement such interest, however, 
has brought it face to face with the prospect of 
an investigation by the Better Business Bureau. 
When a professional fails to police itself; it in- 
vites outside intervention. 
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Satan’s Kingdom, a town in Connecticut, froze 
over. So fiow everybody can stop doing what- 
ever it was they were going to keep on doing 
until it did.

Russian satellite states, 


Americans have never turned tail and 
run away from military challenge. We 
did not ignore Pearl Harbor. Isn’t it iron- 
ical that we should quit the field in a 
war of ideas-—-that we Americans, with 
our impregnable faith in the truth-saving 
power of froe ideas freely expressed, should 
abandon this vital field to a lot of witlers, 
muscle-bound doctrinaires? 

If the high economic statesmanship of 
the Marshall plan were supported by a 
réally powerful program of self-interpreta- 
tion, using our most refined techniques of 
“public relations” and our unequaled skills 
in radio broadcasting and pamphleteering 
—does anyone doubt that we could eventu- 
ally put to rout the propaganda of the 
Soviets; based as it is on hatred and fear, 
and designed as it is, not to elevate, but 
to exploit the peoples to whom it is di- 
rected? 


Planned Misrepresentation . 


The prime objective of Soviet policy is 
to misrepresent and to discredit everything 
American, and to make enemies for us of 
all our natural friends. Within the actual 
borders of Russia all expressions favorable 
to America are suppressed. American pur- 
poses and activities are distorted, and 
those Russians who betray the slightest 
attachment to objectivity are purged. In- 
side the peripheral states under Russian 
domination the abuse of America becomes 
a hysterical shriek, 


To oppose all this, what have we? First, 
we have a good conscience founded On 


the simple fact that we have no agrrossive 
designs on anybody else, and we demand 
nothing but the opportunity to live in a 
peaceful world, 


Second, we have a sound policy. For 
the Marshall plan represents the most en- 
lightened selfishness any major nation has 
ever shown toward its friends and former 
detractors, 

Third, we have the technical capacity to 
put our story across, to interpret ourselves 
truthfully and falrly to the world. 

The only barrier to a lasting and deep- 
ening friendship between our two peoples 
as such: is the policy of the Russian Gov- 
ernment, over which their people have no 
immediate control, 


The Truth About Lies 


I propose that we tear right . through 
the so-called Iron Curtain and invade the 
very heart of the Soviet domain with 
truth—truth about America, truth about 
our hopes for peace in Europe, truth 
about America’s determination to finance 
European convalescence. 

I propose that we tell the people in the 
dominated states and in Russia itself the 
truth about Soviet lies and broken pledges 
and obstructions—truth even about the 
bankruptcy of Soviet policy which has 


- alienated all her would-be friends and has 


finally succeeded in isolating the U.S.S.R. 
from all the rest of the civilized world. 


Why not spend not a measly $12,000,000 
on the “Voice of America” (is that all we 
think of our voice?), but $500,000,000 or 
even a billion if it can be spent, to put 
our story across. Surely America, the 
land of mass advertising and professional 
public relations, does not need to be “sold” 
the practicability of this job!

No Fun to Be Gouged

A record was established on the New. 


York Stock Exchange one day last week 
with the sale of $9,179,000 of American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co.'s convertible 2% 
per cent bonds due in 1957 for 108%. 

Contrast this picture of confidence in the 
telephone industry in the money markets 
of the nation with the statements just 
made before.the Oklahoma Corporation 
Commission by John Cantrell, attorney for 
the Southwestern Bell Telephone Co, an 
A.T.&T, subsidiary, and by Manley L. 
Poarcy, general manager for the concern 
in Oklahoma, , 

Mr. Cantrell suggested that the present 
telephone rates paid in Oklahoma are con- 
fiscatory, and Mr. Pearcy said that South- 
western must have higher rates in order to 
borrow $70,000,000 for expansion which it 
considers necessary in Oklahoma in the 
next four years. 

It goes without saying that no New York 
bond buyer ever paid 8% per cent more 
than par for 2% per cent bonds of a con- 
cern whose property was being confiscated, 
Mr. Cantrell deserves to be made to eat 
those words. 

A.T.&T. bonds included a block of $8,000,- 
000 worth which represented the unsub- 
scribed portion of the company’s recent 
offering of $357,532,600 in 2% per cent de- 
bentures payable in 1957. Mr. Pearcy 
should be called back to the stand to ex- 


plain how mugh less A.T.&T. will have to 


pay for money if the increases: “ asks in 


Oklahoma are granted. Of course, when 
Mr. Pearcy is asked about such matters 
his answer is: “I don’t participate in the 
financing. " A.T.&T. sends its people to ask 
for more money, but it sends no one who is 
responsible for the funds it has already ex- 
tracted from a fat subsidiary. 

Mr. Cantrell went to great lengths to 
bring out that the license fee exacted by 
A.T.&T. from Southwestern for its opera- 
tions in Oklahoma in 1947 was about 
$332,500. 

The license fee is paid ostensibly for cer- 
tain management services which A.T.&T. 
claims it performs for Southwestern. 

One of these management services last 
year was to advise Southwestern to give 
$50,000,000 in par value of its stock to 
A.T.&T. for $50,000,000 which the parenft 
company had raised by bond sales. 

The $50,000,000 in par value. stock was 
worth $80,000,000 on the open market. 

Nothing can be more repulsive than pay- 
ing for the privilege of being gouged. The 
A.T.&T, should have been satisfied with the 
$30,600,000 . without charging us a license 
fee for the privilege. The Oklahoma Cor- 
poration Commission must count that pay- 
ment in as part of the reward of owner- 
ship. We ought at least to get good advice 
for our money.

Then 
he took on the management of 7000 acres 
out from Belmont, N. C., for George Van- 
derbilt and Frederick Law Olmstead, pri- 
vate propertiers, That tract is part of the 
Pisgah National Forest now. 

“The pioneer work at Biltmore began to, 
raise a family.” Trained American forest- 
ersewidened their pradtices. With a stroke 
of the pen President Cleveland doubled our 
forest reserves to a total of 35,000,000 acres. 
In 1898, Gifford Pinchot became head of 
Government forestry, chief of the “little 
old Forestry Division” in the Department 
of Agriculture. Then Teddy Roosevelt 
came in as President, Pinchot wrote him 
a speech that was pure G. P. doctrine: 
“The fundamental idea of forestry is the 
‘perpetuation of the forests by use.” + 


Those were good years. Pinchot organ- 
ized and drove the Forest Service to a high 
peak of public service. 

Roosevelt backed his every move and 
sally. Between them, with their Confer- 
ence of the Governors at the White House, 
they carved out an ecological concept of 
full conservation (a name they coined from 
ithe fact that India had conservancy dis- 
tricts)—an interrelated attack on soil, 
water, wood, mineral, game, animal and 
human waste which, even today, has never 
been fully grasped or realized, 

President Taft came in. Pinchot could 
not change allegiance to that sort of man 
and administration. There were quarrels. 
Taft fired him as Chief Forester. 


Gifford Pinchot lived until last year, and 
fought to the end for what he knew was 
right. He was a splendid individual and a 
working patriot. This country is raising 
some more like him now. 7 

Even in this day of. genera] reaction, con- 
fusion, doubt, selfishness and fear, we ex- 
perience, nonetheless, a vigorous renewal 
of the original American conservation 
movement up and going, with right, left 
and middle-wingers all in on it, full-force, 
And whether they knew Pinchot personally 
or not, hé was in some part their father.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 (UP)— 
The Senate War. Investigating 
Committee disclosed today that 
Standard Oil Co, of California was 
advised in 1940 by an official of 
two foreign subsidiaries to be 
“pro-Japanese” in order to main- 
tain “very large business” with 
Japan, 

The disclosure came as the com- 
mittee questioned Harold L. Ickes, 
former Secretary of Interior and 
wartime petroleum administrator. 
He described as “shocking” the 
conduct of a wartime State De- 


partment official who was a di- 
rector in Standard Oil of Califor- 
nia. 


Ickes said letters by Max W. 
‘Thornburg, special assistant to the 
Under Secretary of State from 
1941 to 1943 “corroborate certain 
suspicions” that Thornburg 
“wasn't working for the Govern- 
ment” but was more interested in 
the oi] company. 

Chairman Brewster (Rep.), 
Maine, also read a letter in which 
James A. ee president of two 
foreign subsidi s of Standard 
of California, wréte President H. 
D. Collier of the California com- 
pany that “you must take as 
strong a pro-Japanese position as 
possible” to maintain business 
with Japan. 

The letter was dated Aug. 13, 
1940. Moffett was then board 
chairman of Bahrein Petroleum 
Co., an American-owned refining 
concern in the Persian Gulf, and 
Caltex Oil Co., a distributing agen- 
cy jointly owned by the Texas Co. 
and Standard of California. 

He wrote Collier that “we, Cal- 
tex, are pro-English from the 
standpoint of the war.” 

Moffett informed Collier that al- 
though Standard of California 
should be pro-Japanese, “Caltex 
must really’ be anti-Japanese be- 
cause we have a large business in 
China, and our main business is 
in the British Empire, which must 
be anti-Japanese at this time.” 

Moffet was head of the Federal 
Housing Administration at one pe- 
riod in the early part of the Roose- 


velt administration. He is no 
longer connected with enterprises 
of the Standard Oi) of California, 

Brewster also placed in the rec- 
ord a letter in which Thornburg 
wrote Reginald Stoner, a_ vice 
president of Standard of Califor- 
nia, about State Department activ- 
ities in lend-lease to Saudi Arabia. 

Brewster said-—and Ickes agreed 
—-that the letter indicated Thorn- 


burg was looking after his com- | 


pany’s interests while serving in 
the Government. 

Brewster asked Ickes, “Did you 
have reason to doubt his interest 
to the Government?” 

“Yes,” Ickes replied, “IT thought 
his interest was to protect the 
interests of the big companies.”

It was at this point that Stassen 
interrupted to ask if the Edwards 
firm had responded. Mehl said 
he did not know offhand. In an 
emphatic tone, Stassen then urged 
the committee, without further ex- 
planation, to investigate the elients 
of the St. Louis firm and their 
trading activities. 

Puts It Up to Committee. 

Earlier, Tydings had demanded 
that Stassen identify the 11 in- 
siders who, he had charged, had 
profited from advance informa- 
tion. Stassen said Pauley and 
Davies were two, but that it was 
up to the committee to develop the 
names of the others, since he did 
not want to make charges that 
would not stand up in court. In 
the case of Pauley, he went On, 
he and his aids felt that every 
charge made by them had been 
fully substantiated at the hearings. 

Pressed by Tydings for more de- 
tails on the 11 persons, Stassen 
said that five of the remaining 
nine “were employed in high Gov- 
ernment position during or since 
the war.” 

He charged, in the course of his 
testimony, that Pauley had profit- 
ed from inside information “con- 
tinuously” from the time he 
served as reparations representa- 
tive in 1945 throughout his service, 
up to the present, as special as- 
sistant to Secretary Royall. 

He submitted carefully compiled 
charts designed to show a syn- 
chronization between Pauley’s 
heavy market activities and the 
rise and fall of the commodity 
markets, based on the Govern- 
ment’s food-buying program for 
overseas shipment. 


Pauley Glowers at Stassen. 


Between outbursts, Pauley sat 
glowering at the witness, occasion- 
ally mopping his brow or his 
heavy mouth with a handkerchief 
and often scribbling notes to his 
attorney, Fred W. Morrison of Los 
Angeles, who had seated himself 
directly behind Senator Tydings, 
Morrison promptly passed _ the 
notes to Tydings, who used them 
in his questioning of Stassen. Had 
he been on trial for a capital of- 
fense, the Republican presidential 
candidate could not have been 
subjected to,a more rigorous ex- 
amination, 

At a table behind Pauley sat 
about 12 aids, several of whom 
acted as messenger belts in the 
transmission line to Tydings. 
Pauley’s attractive wife, attired in 
a black and white dress touched 
off at the neckline with a large 
white bow, sat in one of the spec- 
tators’ rows, facing Pauley. 

During one of the recesses, Mrs. 
Pauley exchanged pleasantries in 
the corridor with Senator Fergu- 
son and with Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Anderson. The latter had 
rushed angrily down to the com- 
mittee room on receiving a false 
telephone tip that Stassen had ac- 
cused him of sending a cable to 
Pauley at Coconut Island, Hawaii, 
bearing on the Stassen charges, On 
learning nothing of the sort had 
been suid, Anderson posed for pic- 
tures and went home, 

Pauley’s First Question. 

Pauley’s first written question 
te Stassen, read to the former 
Minnesota Governor by Ferguson 
and split into a chain-reaction a 
few moments later by Tydings, 
was: 

“Do you accuse Pauley of trad- 
ing on the basis of inside informa- 
tion?” 

“I do,” replied Stassen firmly. 

Heretofore, he had limited his 
accusation to two points: That 
Pauley speculated heavily, as was 
later proved, and that a pattern 
of operation could be seen that 
would make any citizen suspect 
that it was tied in with Govern- 
ment buying. 

He went on, in reply to the next 
question, to say: he believed Pauley 
had profited continuously from 
his Government positions, and 
when Tydings demanded that he 
prove Pauley had been in a posi- 
tion to profit, Stassen read ex- 
cerpts from former State Secre- 
tary James F. Byrnes’s_ book, 
“Speaking Frankly.” 

In these passages, Byrnes re- 
ferred to consultations in Europe 
with former Assistant Secretary 
of State Will Clayton and with 
Pauley about European food 
needs. Ferguson then read into 
the record a list of Pauley’s serv- 
ices with the Government, begin- 
ning seven years ago as special 
adviser to the White House on 
transportation of oil tankers. 

Top-Level Knowledge. 

“Pauley, as reparations repre- 
sentative in Europe,” said Stassen, 
“participated in many of the im- 
portant discussions. He had 
knowledge of the requirements 
over there in fats, oils, wheat and 
other commodities. At all times 
during his Government tenure he 
had top-level knowledge of these 
things, and he wag trading in 
commodities at the same time. 

“IT would not call him a gambler. 
He didn’t gamble in grains. He 
knew in advance what would be 
required for overseas shipment, 
and therefore he was not really 
taking any chance,” 

Pauley, still glaring at Stassen, 
rose as if about to interrupt. He 
stood a moment, undecided, and 
then sat down again, and wrote a 
note instead to Morrison. A pho- 
tographer handed him a photo- 
graph taken of him earlier in the 
day, when he had leapt up and 
pointed an accusing finger at 
Stassen. He studied it, read the 
caption, and carefully tucked the 
glossy print into his paper folder. 

Senator Dworashak (Rep.), 
Idaho, asked Stassen if he believed 
speculation by federal employes 
could be prevented short of con- 
gressional legislation. 

For Enforcing F.D.R. Directive. 

“Yes,” he replied, “President 
Truman could simply enforce the 
directive issued by § Franklin 
Roosevelt, setting forth a Govern- 


ment policy against such specula-|. 
tion 


“We will get this thing stopped,” 
he continued, underscoring each 
word by tone, “either by legisla- 
tion or by executive order. This 
reprehensible conduct must not 
go on.” 

Among other questions presented 
by Pauley were these: 

“Precisely how are Pauley’s pur- 
chases synchronized with the pat- 
tern of Government purchasing?

GERMANS SPUR 
DANE T0 BOOST 
FOOD COLLECTION 


Bizonal Council Orders 
Farmers to Report Com- 
plete Stocks—Bavarian 
Strike Ends. 


MUNICH, Germany, Jan. 24 
(AP) — The German economic 
eouncil of the British and Amer!- 
can zones, spurred by a 24-hour 


hunger strike by 1,000,000 Bavar- 
fans, took step today to wipe out 
black marketing and food hoard- 
ing and thus increase rations. 

The Bavarian state government 
fn the United States zone 4n- 
nounced it would wage a similar 
drive and called on trade unions 
and farmers’ associations to help 
divert food from illegal channels 
into a common rationing pool. 

The bizonal council, in the se- 
verest law in its six months’ ex- 
istance, decreed that all farmers 
and food handlers must report 
their complete stocks. Food not 
reported can be confiscated under 
the new law and fines up to $ 
can be levied for false reports. 

The one Communist delegate 
was the only council member to 
oppose the measure. 

The strike, which gripped 26 
major cities and many towns in 
the American zone yesterday, par- 
alyzed communications, industry 
and most trade. It ended at mid- 
night. 

Marked by mass demonstrations 
and scattered incidents, including 
angry shouts against “well-fed 
Americans,” the walkout was 
nevertheless orderly in general. 

Communists who supported the 
strike played a prominent part in 
the demonstrations with their red 
banners. 

Union leaders said 800,000 of 
their members walked out in Ba- 
varia and 200,000 non-union work- 
ers joined them. 

(In Washington, Gen. Lucius D. 
Clay, American military governor, 
said the Army plans to raise the 
basic German food ration from 
1550 calories a day to 1800 by July 
1. He said food collections from 
German farmers were about 80 
per cent of the goal, and “we are 
getting a greater percentage than 
t azis ever were able to get.” 
Ha said food shipments might be 
reduced to areas falling behind 
agricultural production goals, 

(Gen. Ciay expressed optimism 
about the situation in the occu- 
pied Reich. Pointing to improved 
crop prospects and a growing in- 
dustrial output, he told reporters: 

(“There is a better outlook than 
there ever has been since I've 
been in Germany.” 

(In Berlin, American military 
government quarters speculated 
that Harry H. Woodring, former 
Secretary of War and former gov- 
ernor of Kansas, might be the 
first civilian high commissioner 
for the United States zone of Ger- 
many when the State Department 
takes over from the Army on June 

There was no confirmation. 
Woodring is now touring Ger- 
many.)

TEACHERS, UNPAID, 


STRIKE IN FOUR 
CHICAGO SCHOOLS 


Midnight Monday Dead- 
line for Walkout 
Throughout City— 
Dispute Ties Up Funds. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 24 (UP) — A 

teachers’ strike ‘in four Chicago 
high schools threatened today to 
spread throughout the city’s pub- 
lic school aystem unless action is 
taken by Tuesday to pay school 
employes their back salaries. The 
teachers have not been paid in al- 
most six weeks. 
John Fewkes, president of the 
AFL Chicago Teachers’ Union, 
which claims more than half of 
the 14,000 instructors as members, 
set the “no pay—no school” dead- 
line at midnight Monday. 

Fewkes said today he was cer- 
tain that a final count on a strike 
vote would be in favor of. the 
walkout. With most of the votes 
in, there was a 9-to-1 margin in 
favor of the strike, Fewkes said. 

Sitdown Strike Threat. 

Herschel Scott, president of the 
mens’ teachers club, another bar- 
gaining agent, said that members 
would go to their classrooms Mon- 
day morning, but would not teach. 
In effect, they will be on a sit- 
down strike. 

“We will protect school proper- 
ty, but we are not going to teach 
until we are paid,” Scott said. 

The city council's finance com- 
mittee tied up teachers’ salaries 
and precipitated the proposed 
strike several days ago when it 
refused to approve the 1948 budget 
of the Board of Education. In 
Chicago, the Board of Education 
sets up its own budget and pegs 
its own tax levies, which then 
are approved by the council. 

Tax Rise Causes Rejection. 

The finance committee rejected 
the budget because it was $16,000,- 
000 higher than last year—mainly 
to take care of increased. teachers’ 
and employes’ salaries — and in- 
creased the school tax $23,000,000. 

The Board of Education retali- 
ated late yesterday by refusing to 
trim the budget. Councilmen an- 
swered that they would not ap- 
prove it until forced to do so in 
court. 

Many students at Lane and Til- 
den Technical High Schools 
walked out ahead of\the teachers. 

“If they won’t pay you, we won't 
make you work,” said students at 
Lane, the biggest non-coeducation- 
al high school in the world. 

Council Meeting Monday. 

The city council’s finance com- 
mittee said it would meet again 
Monday morning for further dis- 
cussions on the budget and tax 
levy. 

One member of the school board 
said he believed the council would 
change its stand “now 'that it has 
made its oT. to the taxpayers’ 
grandstand.” 

School officials said the pay 
checks have been made out and

T is a poor father, indeed, who leaves all 
| tne disciplining of a son to the mother. 

It is even a worse father who, when correc- 
tion is required, hides behind the mother’s skirts 
by saying, “Son, your mother wants you to do 
thus and so.” If there is a spark of manhood 
in him he will stand on his own feet and give 
commands in a stern, peremptory manner. 
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IT IS POSSIBLE, of course, that the son may’ 
not always instantly obey. There will occasion- 
ally be need of punishment. This may take the 
form gf washing the son’s mouth out with soap, 
twisting the boy's ear, rapping him on the 
knuckles with a ruler, or sending him from the 
table just as a favorite dessert comes on. 


In extreme cases the father may. conclude that 
no punishment fits the crime so well as a good 
old-fashioned spanking. He will, naturally, re- 
peat the old chestnut about it’s hurting him 
much more than it does the boy. 


By pursuing this course the father will escape 
the charge that he takes no responsibility. It 
may be assumed that he also will make a pro- 
found impression which son will not soon forget 
or, in fact, ever forget. | 
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THAT IS the trouble with it. For eventually 
the son will grow into young manhood. He will 
develop unpleasantly powerful muscles just about 
the time the father’s are getting flabby. 

So the day will come when the son will look 
menacingly and wickedly at his defenseless 
father and remark, “Old man, I have had to. 
stand a lot from you. Now the time has come 
to get even.” 

If, in that crucial moment, the father has to 
take refuge behind the mother’s skirts, he may 
reflect that he might just as well have done it 
years ago.

The 
American Heart Association is 
combined of outstanding heart 
specialists and many lgymen who 
have awakened to the fact that it 
is time to organize a nation-wide 
program to. fight this - disease 
which takes stich a heavy toll. 
There are three main objectives 
in this program: (1) Reséarch, for 
which money must be provided. 
(2) Education of the public, for 
which money is also needed but 
which can be carried on by laymen 
as well as by doctors—and even 
by volunteers, once th realize 
they have a part to play in telling 
people what can and should be 
done to prevent the great toll of 
deaths every year. (3) Service, 
which means bringing the benefits 
of the best medical knowledge 
within the’ reach of evety citizen 
in every community. 
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THIS 18 NOT something that 
doctors can do alone. You and I 
must be aware of the need and, 
through voluntary agencies, must 
do as good a job on diseases of 
the heart as has been done by 
those agencies which have almost 
stamped out tuberculosis and those 
which are working year in and 


. year out on infantile paralysis. 


In 1945, ao: many people were 
aware of the dangers of tubercu- 
losis and infantile paralysis that 
they gave 400 times as much to- 
ward preventing and curing those 
diseases as they gave for the pre- 
vention of heart disease. And the 
general public gave 100 times as 
much’ to educate people in the 
prevention of cancer and in the 
research and care that is needed. 
But we let the ravages of heart 
digéase among children and adults 
#0 on from year to year, with 
much less awareness of thé price 
we are paying. ‘

THERE, ARE MANY things be- 
sides giving money which can be 
done to combat all disease. One 
of them is to keep people, young 
and old, in better health all of 
the time, 

This is partly a question of food 
—and one of the things on Which 
our food depends is sojl conserva- 
tion. We must take care not.to 
destroy the essential. things. in 
the soil that are needed to produce 


the proteins which people must 


have to be strong. A campaign 
should sweep this country, draw- 
ing together the farmer and the 
man who works in the city, be- 
cause what ‘is done on the farm 
affects every city dweller. 

Food affects mental as well as 
physical health. The statistics, 
which horrified us during the 
war, on the general health of our 
young men should be studied with 
extreme care, since these statistics 


affect our nation in peace as well 


as in war. They affect the health 
of very child and ergs adult, 

Every farmer who farms well 
can féll that he has done his 
share to contribute to the preven- 
tion of conditions which make all 
people more prone to the diseases 
which we have to fight in an 
organized way.

Leaky Brick Veneer Walls. 
OMEDAY soméone is going to 
twist the wrong dial or push 
the wrong button on some con- 
traption and we won't have any 
more rain—ever. This will make 
things tough on farmers but it 
will be the greatest boon to the 
homeowner since the invention of 
the second mortgage, because he 


spends a gone eal of his time 
trying to keep rain drops from 


‘moving in with him. 


Take for example a leaky brick 
veneer wall. There happens to be 
a space between the bricks and the 
house shéathing and so if the 
brick wall leaks the water is go- 
ing to end up in this space at the 
bottom looking for a way out. If 
someone forgot to cover the 
sheathing with waterproof paper, 


‘the water may. get through to the. 


plaster on the inside walls and 
you know what this can do. 
the water can't get through 
either wall it may go down into 
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the basement and not do any 
good to the woodwork it meets on 
the way down. 

Finding the leak in the brick 
wall and filling same happens to 
be a very good remedy for all 
this trouble. Another solution is 
to drill holes at the bottom of the 
wall right through the mortar 
joints. The holes should slant 
upwards so that the water in back 
of the bricks will drain out—we 
sincerely hope.

available, the old type refrigerator 
can. prevent food waste almost as 
well as a new refrigerator. 

Further and unforgivable waste 
occurs through poor cooking 
methods. In many instances fruits 
and vegetables are wastefully 
pared and trimmed, sometimes 
they are allowed to scorch in 
cooking or run over and waste 
tasty, nutritious, and attractive 
sauces and syrups. Sometimes 
entirely too much food is cooked 
for the meal ‘and the left-overs 
are not utilized in an appealing 
way. Wherever food waste occurs, 
there are inefficient workers at 
the helm and they are all con- 
tributing to the unfair high prices. 
One way to help the difficulty is 
to rebel wherever we see waste 
occuring and continue to howl 
until waste is controlled as much 
as is humanly possible. 

Hot Endive and Potato Salad 


One medium bunch curly endive 
(about 1 1b.), two slices bacon, one 
tablespoon flour, one-half cup 
water, three tablespoons ,vinegar, 
one teaspoon sugar, one-half tea- 
spoon paprika, two tablespoons 
freshly grated onion, one cup sea- 
soned: mashed potatoes, one-half 
cup sliced radishes. 

Wash and trim endive, shake 
free of excess water. Tear into 
bite size pieces. Pan fry bacon in 
a 9 or 10-inch skillet until. one, 
Remove to absorbent paper to 
drain, then crumble into bits. 
Blend flour into drippings remain- 
— pan. Add liquids gradually 
and simmer until mixture is thick 
an smooth, stirring constantly. 
Add seasonings and onion; remove 
from heat, then* add endive, 
and mashed potato and radishes. 
Toss lightly but quickly, making 
sure that potatoes are well dis- 
tributed throughout. Turn into a 
warm salad bowl, (let hot water 
sand fn it; pour out and wipe dry 
quickly) or serve directly from 
skillet. Sprinkle top with bacon.

West opened the heart five. De- 
clarer captured Bast’s jack with 
the queen, then led a diamond to 
the ace in order to return a club 
toward his own hand. 

On the surface it doeg not mat- 
ter whether clubs are led from 
the closed hand or from dummy, 
but there was sound reason for 
declarer’s choice, If he led from 
the South hand and found the 
club honors divided normally, 
East might get in and return a 
héart through the ace-ten, thus 
holding South to two heart tricks 
and setting up West's suit. On 
the club lead from dummy, how- 
ever, if East was not completely 
alert he might play low, and West 
would then lose hig club stopper 
and be unable to lead a second 
heart. 

Actually, of course, the position 
of the clubs made East’s duck 
correct on the lead from dummy, 
since putting up the king would 
have been quite a waste! West 
won with the blank ace, and since 
he could not afford to return a 
heart, shifted to a low spade. 
This was the second danger point 
in the hand. Declarer realized 
that he could not afford to risk 
the finesse because once more the 
heart would come through before 
the clubs were established. There 
was very little danger that by 
putting up the ace South would 
have to lose three spade tricks, 
whereas failure to put up thé ace 
would be very dangerous, indeed. 

Observe¢hat after the spade ace 
was played on this trick and an- 
other club was led, the contract 
was absolutely safe, because now 
South could stand the heart return. 


Take My 
Word for It

VERHEARD in a filling sta- 
() tion: “Now is there anything 

we could show you in the way 
of us-SESS-uh-rieg?” The word 
accessories was correctly used; 
but the first-syllable consonant 
“oe” was dropped as if the word 
were spelled “a-cesso-ries.” his 
misproununciation is also qlUite 
common among women shoppers, 
saleswomen, etc., who speak of 
"uh-SESS-uh-ries” to a dress; suit, 
or costume. 

The word accessory is derived 
from accéés, which, of course, is 
always pronounced AK-tess. And 
the first “c” is never ommitted in 
the other derivatives, such as ac- 
céssion and accessible. 

At any rate, we should pro 
nounce the first “‘c,” for, in Eng- 
lish, “c” is alWays hard when it 
follows a vowel and ends a sylia- 
ble, as in ac-ci-dent, oc-cupy, suc- 
céss, vac-cine, etc. Be sure to pro- 
nounce accessories as: ak-SESS- 
uh-reez. 

Overheard at a wedding recep- 
tion: “She’s lost so much weight 
I hardly REK-uh-nized her.” The 
word recognize is divided thus: 
rec-og-nize. Like the consonant 
“¢,” the consonant “g” is always 
hard when it follows a vowel and 
ends a syllable. Therefore, the 
second-syllable “g” of recognize 
obviously is not meant to be silent. 
Recognize shouild be pronounced: 
REK And the “g” should 
be heard in all such words as rec- 
ognition and recognigance. 

The mispronunciations ‘len’th” 
and “stren’th” for length and 
strength are not heard as often as 
they once were, except in dialectal 
speech. But they are heard fre- 
quently enough to justify the 
warning: Don't drop the “g.” 
When length and strength are 
correctly pronounced, the sound of 
“ngk” occurs before the “th,” 
occurs before~ the “th,” thus:

speakers do not sound the “k,” it
